Returns must be filed on or before 31st March 


HE Dominion Income War Tax Act requires you to fill in une or more of 
the five special Forms provided before 3lst March, 1918. In order to 
assist the public to understand just what is required of them, information 

on each Form is given below. Read carefully, then get three copies of the 
form that fits your case and fill them in. Answer all questions fully and 
accurately. For making false statements, a penalty of $10,008 er six months’ 
imprisonment, er beth, is provided. 


Individuats.—All persons unmarried, and all widows or widow-rs without dependent children, 
whose income is $1500 a year or more, must fill gs Form Tl, Ali other persone whose income is 
$3000 or more, use the same Form, Where any incume is derived from dividends, list amounts 
received from Canadian and Foreign securities separarely. Fill in pages 1, 2 and 3 only. Do not 
mark on page 4. Partnerships, as such need not file retusns, but the individuals forming the part- 
nerships must, 


Corporations and Joint Steck Companies, no matter how created or organized, shall pay the 
sormal tax on income exceeding $3000. Use Form T2-——giving psrticulars of income. Also 
attach a financial statement. Under Deductions, show ia detail amounts peld to Patriotic Fund 
and Canadian Red Cross or other approved War Funds. 


Trustees, Executers, Administrators of Estates and Assignees use Form T3. Full particulars 
of the distribution of income from all estates handled must be shown as well us details of amounts 
distributed. A separate Form must be filled in for each estate. 


Employers must use Form T4 to give names and amounts of salaries, bonuses, commissions and 
other remuneration paid to all employees during 1917 where such remuneration amounted in the 
aggregate to $1000 or over. 


Cerporation Lists of Shareholders.—On Form T5 corporations shall give a statement of all 
bonuses, and dividends paid to Shareholders residing in Canada during 1917 stating to whom paid,

In the case of T3, T4 and T5, keep one copy and file 
the other two, with the Commissioner of Taxation, Dept. of Finan Ottawa.

Make Announcement Later 

At question time, Mr, Lemieux ask- 
ed if the government had received 
any petition praying for the removal 
of duty from farm implements, and 
if so, what course the government in- 
tended to take. Sir Robert Borden® 
replied that communications had 
been received and any necessary an- 
nouncement would be made later. 

In reply to a question by Mr. Dev- 
lin as to whether any money had been 
paid to Lord Beaverbrook by Cana- 
da, and what the nature was of Lord 
Beaverbrook’s services, Sir Robert 
said that Lord Beaverbrook had 
given his services as Canadian record 
officer and officer in charge of the 
Canadian war records office without 
remuneration. The expenses of the 
Canadian war records office had been 
paid partly out of the war vote and 
partly out of the profits derived from 
the sale of publications, photographs 
and moving picture films produced 
under the auspices of the office.
